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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is the answer to the Amendment filed on May 1 5, 2002, which 
paper has been placed of record In the file. 

2. Claims 53-62 and 73-87 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 53, 73, and 83 are allowed over the prior arts cited records. 
The closets prior arts are: 

1) Ginter (US 5,892,900) discloses receiving previously encrypted content data 
encrypted with an encrypted key from an external source, decrypting the received 
previously encrypted content, storing the previously encrypted content data in library, 
selecting one or more encrypted content data from the library to play. 

2) Kocher (US 6,278,783) discloses an improved DBS implementation of the 
invention instead uses two 56-bit keys (K1 and K2) and two 64-bit plaintext messages 
(M1 and M2), each associated with a permutation (i.e., K1P, K2P and M1P, M2P) such 
that K1P {K1} XOR K2P {K2} equals the "standard" DES key K, and M1P {M1} XOR 
M2P {M2} equals the "standard" message. During operation of the device, the tables 
are preferably periodically updated, by introducing fresh entropy into the tables faster 
than information leaks out, so that attackers will not be able to obtain the table contents 
by analysis of measurements. 

Therefore, it is clear from the description of Ginter and Kocher, that the prior arts 
do not considered the possibility of: reencrvotina the decrypted received content data 
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with a local encrypting key wherein the local encryptinp key is a type of encryption key 
which enables streaming playback of the encrypted content while the encrypted content 
is being decrypted and without the need to first decrypt the entire encrypted content , as 
included in claims 53, 73, and 83. 

4. Claims (54-62), (74-82), and (84-87), are allowed because they are dependent 
claims of the allowable independents 53, 73 and 83 above, in that order. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 53-62 and 73-87 are allowable.
